A question frequently asked Is. "How 


lonp will my shotgun lust?" or "How 
many shots can I fire from my rifle or 
revolver before It wears out?" 


It is Impossible for anyone to say 


just how long a firearm will lost, be- 
cnuse it is impossible to tell before- 
hand what hind of care it is going to 
get, and the care it receives makes all 
the difference between n few hundred 
shots and a lifetime of faithful service. 


Assuming that they are cleaned care- 


fully and consistently a good shotgun 
will show practically no falling off in 
pattern or penetration for probably 
well over 100,000 shots. A 22-caliber 
rifle and a revolver are both good for 
30,000 or 40,000 shots. A high-poweF 
rifle is good for about 3,000 to 5,000 
shots, usually the higher the velocity 
the shorter the life of the barrel. 


Judging from these facts it would 


appear that the higher the pressure 
developed by the explosion the more 
wear on the barrel, for the shotgun de- 
velops the least pressure and the high- 
power rifle the most. 


A rather interesting sidelight on this 


question of barrel life is a determina- 
tion of the actual length of time to 
which a good shotgun barrel Is sub- 
jected to the force and burning effect 
of the powder charge during its life- 
time. If 100,000 shots are fired from a 
shotgun the inside of the barrel is ac- 
tually exposed to the flame of the 
powder charge for about four minutes.

As a basis for calculating the amount 


of food which must be provided for 
the human system the interallied scien- 
tific food commission has found that 
an average man of 154 pounds working 
eight hours a day requires food having 
an energy value of 3,300 calories. 


The commission consists of repre- 


sentatives of the United States, France, 
Italy, Belgium and Great Britain, and 
its purpose is to consider the food prob- 
lem of the allies from a scientific point 
of view, and in agreement with the In- 
terallied executives to make proposals 
to the allied governments. 


The commission agreed that, in event 


it should become impossible to supply 
3,300 calories of food, a reduction of 
10 per cent could be suffered for some 
time without injury to health. The 
minimum ration of fat for the "aver- 
age man" was determined upon as two 
and five-eighths ounces a day. 


The commission recommended that a 


uniform average milling extraction of 
85 per cent for wheat be adopted 
throughout the allied countries, but 
this extraction may vary from 80 per 
cent in summer to 90 per cent in win- 
ter.

Cholera pre- 
vailed in southern Asia from Asiatic 
Turkey to the Philippines, striking 
down 55,000 In the Indian region; there 
wore 8,870 cases la the Philippines and 
many deaths, In Burmnh. 
Bubonic 


plague belted the tropical world from 
Peru to Hawaii and New Caledonia. In 
British India the largest mortality took 
place; there were 390,000 cases, with 
3<50,000 deaths. The disease area ex- 
tended as far north as Egypt and Sen- 
egal. Yellow fever appeared In Af- 
rica, Mexico and South America. The 
deaths were not above several hun- 
dred.

But most of 
them are using every day a hundred things that they 
would never have heard of but for the publicity that 
has been given them by their makers. 


Some of them own an automobile and the automo- 


bile which is on a fair analysis at least 95 per cent 
luxury and 5 per cent necessity, has been converted 
by advertising and nothing but advertising into 95 per 
cent necessity and 5 per cent luxury. , Of course the 
advertising of the automobile is not just the news- 
paper and magazine pages devoted to it. 
The auto1 


mobile itself is one of the,biggest advertisements of 
it advantages. Every one seen on the streets or in a 
neighbor's garage is a constant and irresistible appeal 
to the man who has none, to go and possess himself 
of one even if he has to mortgage his home for the 
price. The talking machine was little more than an 
interesting scientific toy until a few men had the vis- 
ion and courage to spend money to convert it into a 
household necessity. 


And so on throughout the experience of us all we 


are daily and hourly making use of soaps, tooth pow- 
ders, clothing, baking powders, breakfast foods, farm- 
ing implements and scores ot other things whose mer- 
its would have been unknown to us but for the enter- 
prise of the makers in calling them to our attention 


The suggestion that I write these few words about 


advertising came to me on the eve of an outing in the 
northern wilderness, where wildness and other charms 
were held up to me in the railroad folders and in the 
glowing descriptions of friends. Now that I am here 
and rind the picture was not overdrawn, that there are 
iish in abundance whose size is only comparable to 
their hunger, I am more than happy that I was per- 
suaded by advertising to come and 
spend a 
few 


weeks among the balsams and pines where there are 
besides fish, real bear, deer, and other wild creatures 
that I should never have a chance to meet face to face 
on^the asphalt street of. my home city. 
" i^ov spent in advertising is like the time a carp- 


enter spends in keeping a keen edge on his tools. An 
hour a day on his saws, planes, and chisels w,ith file 
and oil stone will enable the carpenter ta-J-tfctHtliree,. 
times the work, he could otherwise do wit,h "dull imple- • 
ments. The advertiser who has merchapdise or serv- 
ice to sell can, ,by the ependiture'o£4 cote"p#?a&vely 
small sum, do three, ten or a hundred times the^busi'-, 
ness he could do without this advertising. 
The 'in- 


creased volume of business results in lowering all oth- 
.er costs of doing business—rent, clerk hire, material, 
insurance and the like, so he can sell a better article 
tor a lower price than would otherwise be possible. 


But it must be remembered that advertising cannot 


force a profitable volume of sales for an inferior pr 
defective article. No matter how attractively it may 
be pictured on paper, the money so spent is worse 
than wasted. For, the minute the buyer obtains ft ' 
and discovers its worthlessness, he becomes a negative- 
force that counteracts the eifects of the seller there- 
after. This fact is so well understood among business 
men that few of' them are foolish enough to throw'. 
money away in an effort to sell goods that are not as 
good as they are represented to be. In' other words, • 
advertising is a serious business. It is just the same 
as endorsing a note. A note must be a good one b,e- 
,fore the wise business man puts his name on it and 
becomes responsible lor it. 
"

ANTI-COLLAR LEAGUE. 


Pessimistic 
Americans who view 


with alarm our incresing national 
obligations may derive a great deal 
of 
comfort 
from a comparison of 


the financial condition of the United 
States contrasted with that of Ger- 
many. 


The total resources of the United 


States are estimated at about $250,- 
000,000,000; our annual 
earnings 


are estimated at about $50,000.000,- 
000. 
Our national debt, including 


the third liberty loan, may be put 
around $12.000,000.000. 


Before the war our government 


was spending about $1.000,000,000 
a year. When the war is ended, in- 
terest charges, less the interest col- 
lected from our loans to our allies, 
government insurance exepenses, and 
other necessary expenditures grow- 
ing out of the war may conservati- 
vely be estimated at about $1,000,- 
000,non. We are confronted, there- 
fore, when peace comes, with raising 
only a couple of billions a year re- 
venue, a slight task for a nation of 
suc-h tremendous wealth, 
capacity, 


and resources. 


The resources of Germany before 


the war were estimated to be $80.- 
000,000,000. 
The 
annual expendi- 


tures of then of the Imperial govern- 
ment were about $800,000,000. Her 
debt 
now is $30,000.000.000, and 


her resources and man power have 
been severely impaired. 
After the 


war she is confronted with addition- 
al expenditures growing out ot the 
•war totaling some $4,000.000.000. 


The interest of her war debt, even 


if the debt grows jio larger, will be 
about $l,SO«,«ftO,000. 
Although she 


is niggardly in her pensions to pri- 
vate soldiers and their families, $1.- 
000,000.000 a year 
would 
hardly 


suffice to pay even small pensions 
to her injured and the families of 
her soldiers who have been killed 
Her war debt 
must be paid some 


time and a sinking fund of 5 per 
cent would add J 1,500,000.000 to 
her annual taxation. He-re is a tola 
increase of $4,000,000,000 all due to 
the war. 


Of course both the United Slate 


and Germany may greatly increase 
tholr debts,

It is ex- 
pected also that they will receive pay 
as private soldiers.

work for which college credit is given. 
, The work Jn military training will 
include four hours of drill each week, 
and two hours of military-theory in 
class room recitation and lecture.
